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PREFACE 

TO THE FIRST EDITION, 

PUBLISHED IN 1713- 



The Churches In the Principality of Neolchafel and Vallanein 
began eome years since to establish the Liturgy, wliith 10 now 
preaenjfid to tie public. In order tlmt it might appear lu a bet 
ter state, it was deemed advisable that some time shonltl elapse 
before its publication. The resolution has at length been taken 
,0 print it, in conformity with the wish of many, who have Se 
sired Uiait it should be made public. 

It iB not neeeHSOry here to enlarge on the ntilitj and antiqnitj 
of Liturgies, or to explain how important it is that the mode of 
celebrating divine service nhould be well rcgnlatcil. None " 
doubt that St. Paal'a maxim, " Let all things be doue dece 
and In order," * Is applicable to the worship of God in the rell 
^ouB assemblies of Christians. This worship is of the grea' 
:onseqnence in religion, because it consists chiefly in serving 
Gofl, in adoring him, In giving him thanks, and in calling upoi 
him. Hence it Is indispensable that divine service should be bi 
performed as to be moat worthy of that Infinite Being and best 
adapted to raise men to him, and to fill them with reverence and 
love for his Supreme Majesty. 

The attainment, however, of this end is difficult, unless there 
be an established form of public worship. 'When the order of 
iivlne service Is setUed, It is celebrated as well hy the Minister 
IS by the People, in a manner more edifying, grave and decorous,

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than when it is entrusted to the discretion of the Clei-gy. The 
preaervatioo of unlformitj" In worship is another valuable eonee- 
qneoce of Liturgies. And If the; conform to the spirit of the 
Gospel, Miey esert also a. salutary influence, in excluding from 
the Chnrch praetiees and opinions Ineonelstent with the purity 
of religion. 

These, and some other conBlderatlouE, have eatiefled the Pas- 
tors of the Chnrehoa of Nenfchatel and of Vallangin, that they 
ehonld contribute to the edification of iheir Jlocka, by settling 
the forme and order of their Liturgy, and by imitating, in this 
particular, the example of moat Proteafant Churches, and eape- 
clally of the Churches of Switzerland, whose .Litni^ies are all 
printed. 

That which ia here glyen to the pnWIc contains, ^rs(, the form 
of divine service for Sundays and for week days, when a sermon 
la preached; afterwards the prayers for divers occasions, whether 
before or after the sermon ; in the third place, the mnnner of 
celebratlnf- divine aerviee, morning and afternoon, when there is 
no preaching ; in the last plac«, the formvilarlea for the celebra- 
tion of the sacraments, for the solemnization of matrimony, for 
the admission of catechumens, end for the reconciliation of 
panitenta.* 

To set forth here all the reflections which might be made on 
the different parte of this Liturgy la unneceasary. It haa been 
judged advisable, however, to say something on the objects pro- 
posed, and on the method which has been followed in its com- 
position. 

This Liturgy haa been formed, as far as practicable, from the 
Scriptures, and from ancient and modem LiturgicB. The Scrip- 
tures, eapeeiBlly, have been consulted — for as they are the solo 
rule of our faith, bo are they the only perfect gnlde to the tme 
mode of serving God. This conrse has been chiefly pursued in 
the Canticles for the ordinary Morning and Afternoon Service. 
They have been drawn, almost word for word, from the sacred 
volume, and especial care hafh been taken iliat tliey should eni-

brace those excellent paesc^ea of the New Testament which n 
late to JesuB Chrlet and our redemptioa. This has been thou)(ht 
the more necessary, becanse hitherto our Churelies have tiothad, 
liLe otaer Protestant Churchea", any ClirUtion Canticles, and we 
h*ve IherBfore snng only those of the boolf ol Psalma.* It ia, 
Dioreoier, nndcrdable, that if Hie Jews praiaefl God for the fay 
ours which he had graotod to their nation, and if Oiej Bhowed 
forth his benefits ia their songs, Christians are under still higher 
obligationH to Mesa God, through Jesus Christ ; to celebrate the 
holj name ol their Redeemer, to sing hie praises, and to Apeak 
In their hymns of all that he hath done for them, of his comin 
Into the world, of his sufferingB, of his resaiTettlou, of his ai 
oenBion, of his last and glorious advent, and of the saliatia 
which he hith purchased for them, t The Apostles do expressl) 
command Christians to praise God our Father, through Jesus 
Christ his Son, and their writings abound with praises and thanks 
^vlngB, which ought to be without ceasing in the mouths and 
hearts of the faithful. Authors who wrote in the second cen 
tury, and on whom we may rely, t inform ns that the iirst Chris 
tians in their assemblies sang hymns to Jesns Christ as to a tod 
and that, in the celebration of the Eucharist, God, the father of 
all things, was praised and glorified, through the Son and Holy 
Spirit Much more might be said upon this sabjeet but the 
reader Is referred to the preface, which is at the head of 
Chnstian Canticles, lately Introduced by the ChnrcJi of Gen 
into their woiship. In Uie Canticles of this Lttui^ are c jllectfld 
Hie principal passages of the New Testament, which can be 
embodied in the worship of Christians ; and they have been in 
terspersed among those of the Old. These passages belni; \ erv 
numirous, several Canticles have been composed, as well for the 
ordinary service as for particular occasions. 

After the Scriptures, the best Liturgies, both ancient and mod 
era, have been consulted. Several formularies, pievionsly adop-

n doubt that whatever was done In those days and had been 
eelabllshed by the successors of the Apostka did confirm to 
the aplrit of the Gospel, and ought to command the respect ]f ill 
Chrisflana. The customs of the Churches did indeed afterw irdfl 
vary exceedingly. Primitive simplicity was departed f r im and 
Litui^es were burthened with many thiQa;^, not merely useless 
even contrary to the purity of evangelical worship This 
ark is applicable to such as have descended to ns It is 
however, certain that the foundation and the essence of the an 
cient worship have been proser^-ed in almost al! Lituisies If, 
therefore, whatever is peculiar to each Liturgy, and whatever 

IS added from time to time, as ignorance, error, and superstition 
prevailed in the Church, be laid aside, and only so much be re 
tained, as ancient general usage sanetloned and all Lttuigies 
agree in, we shall undoubtedly have the genHine form of primi 
tlve Christian worship. 3och a proceeding would be also one of 
the best methods for the attidnment of that uniformity which Is 
80 desirable tor the peace and edifleation of the Church, 

We have aimed in this Liturgy at the utmost simplicity, and 
perspicuity. 80 far from seeking, we liavu avoided the orna- 
ments of language, affected emphasis in terms, preambles, pe- 
riods over long, reasonings too extended, and figuraUve expres- 
iona, such excepted as, being taken from the Soriptnrea, are clear 
o the rtaders of the sacred writings. We have endeavored to 
express, in tbe most simple and natural manner, the sentiments 
and emotions with which we ought to be filled in the presence 
of God. The language of devotion is the language of the heart ; 
it is artlesa and aSecting. The reverence due to the Divine 
Majesty, and the edlEcation of the people, require this simplic- 
ity ; and the Holy Scriptures teach us thus to pray. The pray- 
and the praises found in the Sacred Books, especially in the 
Psalms, are only tlie emotions of the hea'rt, which for the most 
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PREFACE. XI 

part have little connention. In the Lord'g Prayer, that Rreat 
model of Chrlstlati snppUeation, we also find extreme eimpllclty, 
wifli aiogolar brevity. 

This breyity also has been the BUbjeet bl very particular at- 
tention. When Litui^eB are too long, and the service Is nn- . 
reasonably estendBd, public woi^hlp is less frequented, and its 
very length may dlminiaii attention and daTotion. We have 
anxiously endeavored Co avoid this, espedally in the service (or 
the week-days. It Is certain that religious exercises onght not 
X last long on such days ; because they ace days of bnsineES. 
Henco the ordinary service for these days has been so regulated 
aot to extend beyond twenty minntes, and at the utmost, 
though rarely, not beyond halt an hour. 

We have also judged it right to very the formularies of prayer 
and praise ; and to eoinpOBe some for particular occasions. This 
diTersity serves to awaken attention, which is more easily relax- 
ed, when the same things are. continually heard. It is moreover 
pecnUarlj proper to direct and animate the devotion of tlie peo- 
on the most solemn occasions ; nothing being more reason- 
able than that our prayers should be adapted to the seasons and 
drcumstaQces, in wiileli we are actually placed. 

Tn the last place, this Liturgy is not so fixed, nor are we so 
restricted hi it, that some changes may not bo made either by re- 
treuchlng or adding, as circumstances may require ; as when we 
are called to return thanks lo God for some particular benefit, or 
to avert his wrath in seasons of calamity. 

After these general reflections, It is deemed expedient to add 
some respecting the third part of Hiis Liturgy, which comprises 
the ordinary service for Morning and the Afternoon. 

It has been our object to embrace in this service all the acts 
of divine worship. These are to confess onr sins, to adore God, 
to praise him, to render him thanks, to consecrate ourselves to 
him, to call upon Jiim, and lo road his word. All these acts, to 
wit, confession, adoration, praise, self-dedleatlon, and Invocation, 
have not been comprehended in a single prayer ; but are set 
forth separately and distinctly, that all, even the most simple, 
may understand what they are doing, whilst engaged in public 

jrahip ; that they may comprehend In what this worship con 

its, and that they may be able to distinguish its several parts 

•I the same reason, there is an interval between each prayer,

the word Amnn closes each. These intervals sene k) di- 
and fix tlie devotion of the people. Each person may, dur- 
ing those BiomeDta, recollect timaelf, and lift op his heart to 
God, either to Ihank hira for some favonr, or to ask aome par- 
iJcular grace. They serve also to recall tlie absent, and to awaken 
attention, which would easily wander durtng a long prayer, ir 
which all the acts of religiotia worship shonld be expressed in 
nnintermpted sueceBsion. But the j would be more profitable. 
If tie people would answer Amen, at the end of each part of the 
aerrice ; a practice observed in the days of tiie Apostlea, and of 
which we have incontestable proofs in the 14th chapter of 1st 
Epistie to the Corinthians, wherein St. Paul, speaking of praying; 
a an unknown tongue, says, "when thou shall biesa with the 
jpirit, how Shan he that oecupleth tlie room of the unlearned 
say Amen, at thy giving of ihanka?" Tills enstom of rcplyh^ 
Amen is very antient. God had coinnianded the people of Ii 
to answer Amen to the maledictions, which were to be prt 
nounced at the top of Mount Ebal.* It appears from the lOth 
chapter of Chron. B. 1st, t and from the end of the lOBth Psalm, 
and that the people replied Amen, in the intervals of prayer and 
praise; for we (here read these words, "Blessed be the Lord 
i of Israel, from everlasting to everlasting, and let all tha 
people say Amen." The same thing la seen in the Sth chapter 
. of Neheniiah, v. 6. " And Ezra blessed the Lord, the great 
God, and all the people answered Amen, Amen, lifting up their 
hands." This was wisely ordered: this Amen signified that " 

congregation assented to what was said in the prayers 
Canticles. In truth, the people ought not to attend on divine 
lervlce merely as auditors and spectators, nor ought they merely 
M follow in aiought that which Is uttered by the ministers of tlie 
church ; but they also ought to speak on their part, and at least 

nawer Amen to all l^at is spoken in the name of the asj 
bly. It is admitted that the andeut mode of celebrating service 
la by parts or intervals, and by anfiphoues, that is to say, r" 
sponsEB. We find this by the words of the llTth Fsaim : "an 
J) the Lord, answering one to the other." In this manner we 
recited several Psalms of praise, as the llfth, 131th, and the 
LS6th. The primitive Christians retalued this practice m 1

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worship, and especially in tliat cxcellUQt and admirable L ti rE,\ 
which they employed for the eommunioQ serviec. The uiimo 
irs* and the deacooB enjd to the people, " Lift up yoar hearts 
n high," the people anawereil, " Our hearte are lifted up unl« 
the Lord." Tha mioietera added, " Let viB return thanks to the 
Lord our God," lie people replied, " It is Just and reasonable 
we should return hka thanks. " And aU the communicants 
answered Auien t to the prayers and thanksgivings of the miuls 
Moreover, the above expressions, which are in the aoevent 
Liturgies of the Holy Supper, and of which they form a chirf 
part, are so beautiful and edifying, and correspond bo wel" 
t saered ceremony, that we have believed it right to adopt 
im into the Liturgy prepared for the Churches of this country 
The other parts of this Liturgy have been taken fnm thooe 
which are nsed in different Protestant Chnrches. 

But one of the principal oti jects contemplated in the f irm of 
worship for the ordhiary Morning and Evening servici. was to 
■e-establish the reading of the Scriptures, as a part of public 
worship. To set forth aU the forcible and urgent reasons 
which show that we are under an absolute necessity to have 
the Bible read In the asaemblies of the Chareh would be Buper 
fluous, This has always formed an essential part of divine s< 

,t both among Jews and Christiana. The Jews read the 
sacred books, at their solemn feasts, and in their syna^ogui 
They had even divided the books of Moses into as many s( 

s aa there are Saturdays in the year. In order that these 
hooka might be read entirely through, once in every year o 
the Sabbath days, g When the reading was finished, a d ictor < 
tae other person designated, delivered a discourse on what ha 
en read. We see in the eighth chapter of Nehemiah, that this 
IB practjaed after the return from the captivity. The Levitt 
saya the saered author, read in the Book of the Law of God dis- 
ctly, and gave the aense and caused them to understand t1 
iding. at. Luke relates, | that our Lord havmg entered tha 
Synagogue of Naaareth, on file Sabbath day, read the sisty-

first uhiiptcr of Isaiah, anS then spoTte to the persons pre5ciit, 
showing that the worfls which he had just read were fuJfllled in 
hie owa petsoD. 

We again road iQ the thirteenth chapter of the book f Acts * 
that St. Paul and St. Baniftbas went into Uie Synagogue of An 
tioch OQ the Sabbath day, and after the reading of the Law and 
the Frophetfi. the Rulers of the Syoagogfle eent to them Bajmg 
" Men and BrethrOD, if ye have apy word of exhortation for liie 
people, Bay on." The Christian Church conformeil to this jrai 
tice, and regulated its discipline and worship in this as in yanc ub 
other partlcnlaifl, by the uaages in ttie asaembliea of the Jews 
The first ChrisliaDa read the Seriptui'es in their assemblicB anl 
BO regularly wae this done, that in ihoae iimea one would haic 
thooght divine Bervlce had not been performed, if tlie ■-■ ripture 
had not been read. When the chapter was finished, the Lead of 
the assembly gave a brief explanation of it, and exhorted tbo^e 
present, according t* the circumstaners and wants of the Church. 
A very ancient author, and one worthy of credit.! who wrote In 
the Beeond century, tbua relates the usage in his time in Chris- 
tian aBSemblies. On the Lord's day we aBsembled together, and 
the writings of the Apostles and Prophets were read as long as 
the time would permits When the reading was finished, he who 
presided delivered a discourse to instruct the people, and exhort 
them to the observance of the eseellent things which they had 
heard. This being done, we all rose up and presented our pray- 
ers to God. Tertullian who lived a little after the martyr Justin 
saysl that the first ChristiauB assemblEd to read the saered books 
and to exhort the people. However, these exbortationa were 
not always made, and even at that time all the ministers of the 
ehiu'ch did not preach ; bnt they never failed to read some por- 
tion of the Scriptures, and when the-reading and the exhortation 
were over, they resumed the worship, and concluded the service 
with prayi?r. 

Such was formerly the mode of worship, and such the origin, 
of sermons. The senoons were at first only an interruption of 
worship and an addition to the reading, and were not regarded, 
as by mBBy at the present day, the most important part of public

Nor does it suffice that they be read in the churclicB before 
Qie assembly is fonned, or the worship commences. Such re 
ing does not constitute a part of divine service. It la d s 
gulshed from it hj Iho time, by the persoue who read and 
oHier circumatanees, bo that the people pay litOe attention and 
respect to it, and the greater part of them are not present, which 
circumstance proves that tJiey regard lie reading of the Holy 
Scriptures as Iebh important than the preaching. It is for these 
OQS that the leadern of the churches thought theioselvea in 
diapensably obliged to re-estubllBh the reading of the word of 
in their worship. And as circumstauees for a 1 ng Ume 
not permitted thom to Introduce this reading in all the er 
vices, and partlevilarlj in that of Sandaj, they have d jno It at 
least in the ordinaj-y morning and evenli^ services. This read 
tug is performed hi the following manner : 

Tbe Old and New Testaments ai^ read alternately ; and the 
lessons have been so arranged, that the historical boots of tl 
Old Testament, IVom Genesis to Esther, are read io the Ban 
time with all the books of the Now Testament. After which 
the New Testament Is recommenced with the book: of Job, and 
finished ivith Malachi. 

Thus we read ihe New Testament twice whilst we read tl 
Old but once. Some chapters and passages are omitted, as i: 
first book of Chronicles, the first chapter of Numbers, and sor 
others. We do not read con seen tively, the books of Kldgs and 
?e of Chronicles, because they contain the same histories, hut 
those ehapters are seleeled In which the history is related with 
the greatest clearness ; and for this purpose a kind of harmony 
has been prepared. When the chapters are very long, or when 
they contain a great deal of matter, they are divided so as not 
ivercharge Ibe memories of the hearers, nor extend the scr- 
I to an inconvenient length. During the festivals, and also at 
tons for celebrating the Holy Supper, and in some other eir- 
istaiieos, the portions of Scripture most appropriate to the

occasion are read, forming two lessons, formerly called tlie Epis- 
tle and Gospel ; and in this they conformed as nearly as possi- 
ble to the ancieat nBaj^e of Uie cfaurch, which lou^ since made a 
wise anil judlcions HBleclion of the passages of Scrlptuie proper 
to be read, at the principal soleraniUes of Christians At the 
end of tbie preface will be found the table of Ic suns for spLcial 
occasiuDS, In order that the lessons might have more eflect, 
the chapter Is preceded by an argument or snmmary of its con 
tents, of ila parts and its object, with the modt f ilParlDa; up 
the general difllealtiee if there be any. Aft«r the chapter some 
reflections are added in the form of exhortations, in order that 
the people may depart the mon; deeply impressed with the things 
which they have heard. These reflections extend ordhiarlly t< 
five or six sentences only. These argument-i and reflections 
have been prepared and are read. It has boon found espedient 
to pursue this course, because If left to the discretion of the 
ministers, many might lose sight of the hi'e^ity, sfmpliciti and 
precision which are requisite in reflections of this kind Final 
ly, there being in this Lltnrgy some passages of *v hicli ptrsons 
nnaequalnteil with the customs of our church will not under 
stand the reason, It Is proper to say something in <>T|.lanation 
of them, especially as many persons abroad ha\c reques'ed m 
formation on the subject The following then are the ibiprv 
ftncea in our churches, particularly id the town rf Neufchatol 
where the public exercises of religion are more frequent than in 
Hie country. 

There is a sermon eyery Sunday morning and at mid-day the 
Catecliismj at Neufchatel there is a sermon again in the eiening 
In the week they preach on Wednesday and Friday n oming 
On the other days they perform in Uie forenoan the onliniry 
momiujt service, and every day at three o'cl ick the aft m 
service. These services are performed by the mini^tero of 
church. The people are seated during the readm„ >! the H ly 
Scriptures, and during the rest of the service thev -.tand ap On 
Saturday morning, after the close of the service the pastors 
each in his turn, catechise the children of the ago of ten yeirs 
and upwards, until they have communed. They celebrate thi 
Holy Supper of Ihe Lord at tour periods in the year and at 
each of tliesc, three times, in order that tlie^ who may not ho\e 
been able to partake of the Holy Sacrament at tin, lirbt ctlebni 
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1, may partake on the fnllowing day ; and that person'; 
siring to eommnne more than once BhouMhaTe the oppcrtunity 
I do BO. The Holy Supper ie t-elehratod lat at Eaater to b it 
a Palm Snoday, Good Friday and Easter day. 2ndly at Pen 
:eost : OD Pentecost Sunday, the foJlowirg Friday, and Tiinlty 
Sandaj. Sdly, aliont the beginning of the month of September, 
■It : on the last Sunday o* August, the Friday foIlowmK and 
the flret Sunday of September.

On tlie other dsjs tliB following LeBSone are read; and they ari 
ranged BMOrdlug to the day npon which the Nativity lalla. The 
phecies of the Oid Testament are read, which point out the pilocfpul 
clrcnmstances of tlie advent of Jeens Christ : 

Geneeis ill, 15, and ilix. 10 ; Micah v. ? ; Isiiah vii. U. and Ik. 5 ; 
Daniel Ix. 34-ZI ; Haggai ii. 9; and MalacW iv, 1, 6, a. 

These are all read at one lime ; and the following from the New Tea- 
lament are added :—

YOU have now heard in what manner our Lord 
Jesus Christ instituted the Holy Supper; and 
with what purity and reverence it should be cele- 
brated, even unto the end of the world, by all 
believers. 

We learn from ho!y Scripture, that none but true 
Christians should come thereunto, and that all such 
as are not of the number of the faithful are unworthy 
to be partakers thereof. To wit : the impious, the 
unbelieving, the profane, the blasphemous, those 
who In e m strife and in hatred, impure, sensual and 
carnal men, drunkards, the unjust, those who with- 
hold the goods of others, the covetous, the proud, 
e\il speakers; and generally, all those in whom 
retgneth the love of the world and of its evil de- 
sires : upon all of whom, whilst they amend not, the 
anger of God resteth.

If ye are thus minded, and if your consciences 
thus bear witness for you before God, who knoweth 
your hearts, ye may come to this holy table ; and 
ye ought not to doubt that the Lord Jesus will there 
make you partakers of all the fruits of his passion 
and death. 

But, above all things, ye must give at this time, 
your humble and hearty thanks to God, for the re- 
demption of the world through Jesus Christ his 
Son; who did humble himself even to the death of

For he muit reign, till he hath put all enemies 
under his feet The last enemy that shall be de- 
stroyed is death For he hath put all things under 
his feet But when he saith, all things are put under 
him. It IS manifest that he is excepted, which did put 
all things under him. And when all things shall be 
subdued unto him, then aball the Son also himself 
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be subject unto Ilini that put all things under him, 
that God may be all in all. Else what shall they 
do, which are baptized for the dead, if the dead 
rise not at all ? Why are they then baptized for the 
dead ? And why stand we in jeopardy every hour ? 
I protest by your rejoicing, which I have in Christ 
Jesus our Lord, I die daily. If after the manner of 
men I have fought with beasts at Ephesus, what 
advantageth it me, if the dead rise not? Let us 
eat and drink ; for to-morrow we die- Be not de- 
ceived : evil communications corrupt good man- 
ners. Awake to righteousness, and sin not; for 
some have not the knowledge of God. I speak this 
to your shame. But some man will say, How are 
the dead raised up ? and with what body do they 
come ? Thou fool ! that, which thou sowest, is not 
quickened, except it die. And that which thou 
sowest, thou sowest not that body that shall be, but 
bare grain, it may chance of wheat, or of some 
other grain. But God giveth it a body as it hath 
pleased him ; and to every seed, his own body. All 
flesh is not the same flesh ; but there is one kind 
of flesh of men, another flesh of beasts, another of 
fishes, and another of birds. There are also celes- 
tial bodies, and bodies terrestrial ; but the glory of 
the celestial is one, and the glory of the terrestrial is 
another. There is one glory of the sun, and another 
glory of the moon, and another glory of the stars ; 
for one star differeth from another star in glory. So 
also is the resurrection of the dead. It is sown in 
corruption ; it is raised in incorruption : it is sown 
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ti dishonour; it is raised in glory: it is sowr 
weakness ; it is raised in power : it is sown a natural 
body; it is raised a spiritual body. There i 
natural body, and there is a spiritual body. And so 
it is written, The first man Adam was made a living 
soul ; the last Adam was made a quickening spirit. 
Howbeit, that was not first which is spiritual, but 
that which is natural ; and afterward that which i 
spiritual. The first man is of the earth, earthy ; the 
second man the Lord from heaven. As is 
earthy, such are they that are earthy ; and as is the 
heavenly, such ^re they also that are heavenly. And 

s we have borne the image of the earthy, we shall 

Iso bear the image of the heavenly. Now this I 
say, brethren, that flesh and blood cannot inherit 
the kingdom of God ; neither doth corruption in- 
herit incorruption. Behold, I show you a mystery. 
We shall not all sleep, but we shall be changed, in a 
moment, in the twinkling of an eye, at the last 
trump I for the trumpet shall sound, and the dead 
shall be raised incorruptible, and we shall be 
changed.
